and  taxes.  Disease  and  death  are  due  in  most 
cases  to  Ignorance,  much  of  It  now  criminal  ig¬ 
norance.  A  few  years  ago  people  were  dying 
by  the  hundred  throughout  the  South  Iron)  yel¬ 
low  fever,  business  was  paralizcd  and  people 
stampeded  by  the  announcement  of  its  presence 
within  a  hundred  miles  of  us  All  this  and  more 
because  we  did  not  know  how  it  was  communi¬ 
cated.  People  were  wearing  sulphur  in  their 
Bhoes,  disinfecting  the  mall,  doing  all  sorts  of 
useless  things  and  dying  in  Ignorame  of  the 
real  cause  or  prevention  of  the  disease.  The 
discovery  that  a  mosquito  was  the  medium  of 
conveying  the  disease  stopped  all  tlil.i  "My 
people  perish  for  lack  of  knowledge."  The  most 
culpable  ignorance  is  that  about  the  kingdom  of 
God.  Information  about  the  progress  of  the 
kingdom,  Its  need  and  call  and  work  and  op¬ 
portunity  is  Impossible  w  thout  tho  denomlnu 
tional  paper.  What  is  said  above  about  yellow 
fever  might  be  said  about  many  other  diseases, 
such  as  tuberculosis,  hookworm  or  typhoid 
fever.  Ignorance  of  sanitation  is  killing  its 
tens  of  thousands  every  year.  The  work  of  sav¬ 
ing  men’s  souls,  of  world-wide  co-operative  ef¬ 
fort  cannot  be  done  without  the  religious  press 
Men  are  perishing  evory  day  for  lack  of  knowl¬ 
edge  which  the  paper  could  bring.

The  educational  scheme  that  takes  no  account 
of  the  evangelistic  purpose  falls  short  of  its  chief 
reason  for  being.  It  misses  the  motive  of  New 
Testament  Christianity.  The  need  of  religion 
in  education  cannot  be  supplied  by  the  State, 
where  both  church  and  State  are  free.  The 
effort  on  foot  in  certain  quarters  to  provide  an 
unobject’onable  minimum  of  religious  teaching 
in  the  public  schools,  under  the  pica  that  It  will 
produce  a  belter  moral  atmosphere  in  them, 
falls  to  take  account  of  the  vital  connection  be¬ 
tween  morals  and  personal  loyalty  to  Jesus 
Christ.  Such  a  minimum  would  blunt  the  point 
of  genuine  Christian  appeal.  The  making  of  a 
Christian  is  not  an  educational  process.  It  Is 
a  moral  revolution.  The  education  of  a  Chris¬ 
tian  is  the  bringing  of  his  developing  powers  un¬ 
der  divine  control.  The  education  of  one  not 
a  Christian  Is  undertaken  with  the  hope  that  he 
will  come  to  see  that  his  primary  need  is  de¬ 
liverance  from  sin,  and  that  he  will  voluntarily 
accept  Jesus  as  Redeemer  and  Lord.  The  Chr  s- 
tlan  program  for  education,  therefore,  can  be 
carried  out  successfully  only  in  schools  that  are 
openly  and  avowedly  under  the  control  of  the 
teaching  of  tihe  New  Testament.  With  this  ap¬ 
peal,  final  and  authoritative  because  It  is  the 
voice  of  Jesus  Christ  to  mankind,  the  Christian 
school  becomes  missionary  and  evangelical, 
world-wide  in  Its  out-look  and  thoroughly  hu¬ 
mane  In  Its  purpose  and  spirit. — S.  M.  Provence 
in  Baptist  Standard.

This  Is  the  definite  objective  of  the  divine 
program,  and  perhaps  there  is  no  one  thing  that 
retards  its  progress  more  than  the  failure  to 
utilize  the  potential  and  wasted  energies  of  God'B 
own  people.  The  supreme  task  before  Southern 
Rapt  sts  today  is  the  enlistment  and  direction 
of  our  millions  for  the  bringing  in  of  Christ's 
kingdom.  Upon  our  success  in  this  undertaking 
depends  the  future. 

With  all  our  hearts  we  believe  that  to  Raptlsts 
Ood  has  entrusted  the  mission  of  contending 
earnestly  for  the  faith  which  was  once  for  all 
delivered  unto  tlio  sulnts.  Hound  together  only 
by  ties  of  truth  and  love,  without  ereloslastleal 
authority,  or  any  other  headship  than  that  of 
Christ's,  we  of  all  poople  must  depend  upon 
publicity  for  the  spread  of  the  truth,  and  for 
that  co-operation  among  independent  bodies 
which  Is  bo  absolutely  essential  to  rnecess  In  our 
(!od-given  tasks. 

The  Record's  Kingdom  Mission, 
isolation  is  not  Independence.  To  refuse  to 
Join  bards  with  or.r  brethren  of  like  faith  and 
order  Is  not  freedom.  To  take  no  part  in  the 
gre  at  denominational  movements  tiiat  have  upon 
the  in  the  stamp  of  God's  approval  is  not  Baptist 
liberty.  Rather  is  this  the  most  hopeless  type 
of  slavery — the  bondage  of  narrowness  and  ig¬ 
norance.  Aralnst  this  perversion  of  a  great 
principle  Baptists  have  ever  guarded,  and  must 
ever  continue  to  guard. 

The  Baptist  press  was  born  of  this  desire  for 
co-opernt’on  and  mutual  helpfulness.  It  was 
thus  that  Tho  Baptist  Record  came  Into  exis¬ 
tence.  At  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  the  weak¬ 
ened  denominational  forces  In  Mississippi  were 
reorganized  with  much  difficulty.  It  Is  hard 
now  for  us  to  realize  and  appreciate  tho  heart¬ 
breaking  struggles  through  which  dlsorcan'zed 
and  scattered  churches  passed  in  these  recon¬ 
struction  days.  For  many  years  the  State  was 
without  a  paper,  hut  so  great  wore  the  disad¬ 
vantages  attendant  upon  this  weakness  that  in 
1'-77,  Janu  s  B.  Onmbrcll  and  M.  T.  Martin  be¬ 
gan  the  publication  of  The  Record.  With  m  nv 
vicissitudes  the  paper  has  continued  an  uninter¬ 
rupted  career,  having  come  into  Its  w  dost  cir¬ 
culation  and  greatest  usefulness  during  the  past 
few  years.  In  many  quarters  there  has  been  an 
awakening  to  tho  prlroless  value  of  the  paper 
to  oi  r  cause,  hut  It  yet  remains  for  Mississippi 
^ Baptists  to  lay  hold  in  'earnest  ufton  this  n  1 
agency  for  tho  cause  of  Christ. 

Fac  ing  a  Kingdom  Loss. 

It  is  only  when  we  are  depr’ved  of  a  blessing 
t’ at  we  realize  its  worth.  let  us  think  for  a 
moment  what  would  lie  the  r"  ult  if  wc  had  no 
denominational  organ  in  Mississippi. 

In  the  first  place,  every  great  denomination 
enterprise  mit  alonai  y,  educational,  charitable 
would  t>e  seriously  hampered,  and  many  as 
l  ow  projected  would  have  to  he  abandoned.  In 
dlv  dual  qhurehes  might  work  In  a  small  way  at 
•■'"so  undertakings.  but  m:  r  rt  ■  1  action  as  a 
g'er.t  body  of  peo'de  would  be  wc  ll-nl  ;h  Impos¬ 
sible. 

In  the  next  place,  our  established  institutions 
s'  lioola,  colleges,  hospital,  orphanage,  etc. — 
would  he  all  but  parallzed.  They  might  continue 


to  exist,  but  w  ithout  a  tate  Baptist  paper 
through  which  to  present  their  claims  and  keep 
their  needs  ever  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  their  progress  would  be  hopelessly  cheeked. 

Again,  had  we  no  State  paper  there  would  be 
no  vc  i.  e  of  experience  to  warn  against  subtle 
i : erg  and  :  i-  ies  that  so  often  present  them- 
sehi  in  lie  unsuspecting  as  veritable  angels  of 
light.  The  Record  has  ever  stood  as  a  guardian 
of  truth  to  expose  error  and  champion  Bound 
principles  of  Baptist  orthodoxy,  hotty  in  belief 
and  In  practice. 

Further,  without  Buch  a  medium  of  communi¬ 
cation  our  churches  would  lose  the  contact  with 
ea<;h  other  that  is  so  vital  to  the  preservation  of 
the  unity  of  the  spirit  In  the  bonds  of  peace. 
Bastors  and  people,  helng  cut  olT  from  each  oth¬ 
er,  would  grow  Indifferent,  self-satisfied,  en¬ 
feebled.  The  toss  In  fellowship  alone  would  be 
Immeasurable. 

In  short,  had  we  no  State  paper  a  serious  blow 
Indeed  would  he  struck  at  every  object  for  which 
the  convention  stands.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
work  of  the  convention  as  It  Is  now  planned 
would  tie  almost  If  not  quite  an  Impossibility. 
To  do  without  the  paper  even  for  one  year  would 
entail  incalculable  loss. 

An  Earnest  Appeal  for  Th!»  Kingdom  Agency. 

If  su<h  an  appalling  state  of  affairs  would 
confront  us  without  The  Record  (and  the  writer 
has  tried  not  to  overstate  the  rase),  it  follows 
that  every  dollar  Invested  in  the  paper,  and 
every  improvement  made  looking  to  Its  greater 
efficiency,  are  direct  contributions  to  every  in¬ 
terest  of  the  denomination  in  Mississippi.

An  Intensely  m’sslon- 
nry  motive  characterizes  the  attitude  of  the 
editor  and  of  the  Publication  Commission.  We 
for  our  part  are  determined  to  put-The  Record 
in  mure  homes,  knowing  that  to  do  so  is  to  mul¬ 
tiply  Baptist  efficiency  many  fold,  and  to  spread 
Baptist  truth  with  vital  effectiveness.  Because 
t  takes  money  to  Issue  a  good  paper,  the  Com¬ 
mission  is  endeavoring  earnestly.  In  the  spirit 
of  love  and  hrothorllness,  to  collect  every  dollar 
due  the  paper,  as  well  as  to  Increase  Its  circu¬ 
lation.

She 
number  of  leaders  In  practically  every  line  of 
business:  the  number  of  leaders  in  all  the  pro¬ 
fessions;  the  number  of  presidents  and  of  teach¬ 
ers  in  State  institutions  who  have  been  trained 
in  denominational  schools  and  colleges  Is  out  of  , 
al  proportion  to  the  total  number  of  those  who 
have  been  educated  in  all  the  schools  and  col¬ 
leges  In  the  State.  Even  a  cursory  examlnat  on 
will  show  that  this  Is  true  in  every  State  in  tfre 
Union.

.  A  PAPER  CONSCIENCE. 

What  is  meant  here  it  not  a  flimsy  conscience 
made  of  payer,  but  a  ^rfisitive  conscience  that 
Includes  the  tlenoininatjoiiiil  pa|>er  in  its  program 
and  compels  appropriate  :  act. on  in  the  matter. 
Conscience,  like  any  oilier  mental  and  moral 
faculty.  Is  Bus*  ept ibis  xd  :  indefinite  growth  and 
Improvement.  It  is  jjuot,  Jls  possible  and  just  as 
obligatory  to  cultivate  p.  ^ood  conscience  as  it  is 
a  strong  memory.  It  &  just  as  desirable  to  de¬ 
velop  a  sensitive  ami  ''patrolling  conscience  as 
t  is  to  cultivate  the  hsjjlt,  of  sound  exegesis  and 
Scripture  Interpretation.;  -  Indeed  it  is  difficult 
to  see  how  any  6ther  *npfal  quality  or  spiritual 
equipment  can  be  perttiasently  strong  and  use¬ 
ful  w  it '  out  a  proportionately  developed  con¬ 
science  < 

That  const  lent  e  is  n^t  jtjnly  susceptible  of  such 
development  but  Is  ac&fliy  undergoing  the  pro¬ 
cess  as  is  shown  by  ail  tjie  history  of  relig  on. 
There  was  a  time  witSili.  the  memory  of  many 
who  read  this  when  t^ej-e  was  practically  no 
conscience  on  the  tuition  of  the  saloon  evil. 
This  sense  has  fought:  kg  -way  through  much  op¬ 
position  and  difficulty  (<>  its  present  well  nigh 
world-controlling  positypn.  The  same  story  of 
the  leaven  s  repeated  'ip  men's  attitude  toward 
the  public  lottery  This;  form  of  gambling  once 
recognized  and  protect*^' by  law  and  employed 
by  <  (lurches,  ig  now  uttjer  its  ban.'  It  marks  a 
stage  In  the  developiivenf  of  conscience.  Some 
cad  still  remember  wheifiihe  taking  of  a  foreign 
i  -ion  '  oliei  tion  » as ,a[p! exceptional  experience 
of  a  very  few  churcht^  There  was  practically 
no  conscience  on  the  street  of  missions.  Today 
the  church  or  pa.-tor  does  not  take  an  of¬ 

fering  for  m  ssions  strife  discredited  and  con¬ 
demned  This  sattjd  jawakeniug  conscience 
brought  the  orphanag^  liyto  being  long  after  we 
hail  been  organized  fort  denominational  eo-opera- 
tion  A  belated  dvvdiopment  of  cortst  ience 
brought  to  our  minds  £lie<  necessity  for  hospitals 
and  a  determination  ttjj-jbuild  and  operate  them. 
Christian  edu'ation  Bjtfo.w  coining  in  for  fresh 
study  and  effort  be-  adse*  men’s  consciences  arc 
having  a  new  awakep^ngv 

It  seems  not  a  Httle^  grange  that  ode  depart 
ment  of  onr  denomini^oiial  work  so  important 
as  that  of  publicity  ptr  s'lte  religious  newspaper, 
should  be  the  last  tt>  lje:  reached  in  the  rising 
tide  of  Christian  concern  e  But  t  is  sure  that 
conscience  will  not  stgji  jn  its  increasing  sensi¬ 
tiveness  until  it  registers  a  demand  for  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  depart  met  fTpf  °ur  w  ork,  as  it  will 
mirror  the  value  and  geeessity  for  It  in  its  more 
and  more  polished  surface  It  is  to  our  condem¬ 
nation  that  we  have  MPh  so  slow  to  recognize 
and  respond  to  the  d<tmnncis  of  the  kingdom  in 
this  matter.  There  ntd  signs  of  an  awakening 
of  conscience  on  thisr  Subject,  evidences  that  we 


are  not  only  discovering  that  our  reading  ought 
to  be  brought  with  n  the  domain  of  conscience, 
but  also  that  we  are  responsible  to  God  and  be¬ 
fore  men  for  the  right  use  and  full  employment 
of  this  potential  agency  for  service  In  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God. 

It  is  not  uncommon  to  hear  preachers  say  or  to 
read  In  an  associational  report  that  the  denom¬ 
inational  paper  Is  a  necessity  to  the  progress  of 
the  kingdom  and  all  departments  of  its  work. 
This  is  good  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  to  stop  here  is 
only  half-seeing,  like  the  man  whom  Jesus  partly 
healed  and  who  said.  "I  see  men  as  trees  walk¬ 
ing."  The  work  is  incomplete.  The  man  who 
says.  "I  have  preached  to  my  people  about  the 
paper  but  I  can't  get  them  to  lake  it."  is  in  the 
same  condition  as  the  man  who  says.  "I  have 
preached  to  my  people  about  missions,  but  I  have 
failed  to  get  them  to  give.”  9ome  seem  satisfied 
when  they  say,  "I  haven't  the  gift  of  getting  sub¬ 
scriptions."  This  is  like  the  man  who  says.  "I 
can  preach  the  gospel,  but  I  haven’t  the  gift  of 
leading  men  to  Christ.”  It  is  simply  an  ob¬ 
structed  conscience,  one  that  Is  suffering  from 
arrested  development.  Some  have  even  develop¬ 
ed  to  the  point  of  ability  to  get  subscribers  to  a 
mission  journal,  but  can't  turn  the  point  of  se¬ 
curing  a  subscription  for  the  State  paper  One 
brother  In  the  name  conversation  reported  hav¬ 
ing  p-eached  on  the  denom  national  paper  with¬ 
out  results,  and  having  publicly  requested  money 
for  a  church  enterprise  without  results.  But 
what  followed  made  the  difference.  He  made  no 
personal  effort  to  get  people  to  take  the  paper, 
but  took  the  street  to  collect  for  the  other  ob¬ 
ject.  It  doesn't  take  a  prophet  to  tell  In  which 
place  he  succeeded  and  In  which  he  failed.  What 
we  want  is  a  conscience  that  will  compel  results. 
We  are  not  done  with  the  thing  till  we  have 
done  it.  We  are  not  simply  to  recognize  the 
value  of  an  enterprise.  We  are  not  to  be  sat¬ 
isfied  with  expressing  approval  of  a  thing,  or 
Interest  In  It.  We  are  to  make  It  our  business 
to  see  that  it  accomplishes  Its  purpose  and  serves 
its  end.  This  is  not  the  work  of  one  man  or  a 
few  men.  but  as  It  Is  a  kingdom  enterprise,  It  is 
a  denominational  responsibility  and  implies  a 
community  conscience. 

THE  PROHIBITION  VICTORY. 

There  are  many  prohibition  victories  in  the 
past  year  for  which  to  give  thanks,  but  the  one 
which  provokes  to  Immediate  rejoicing  Is  the 
one  of  last  week  in  the  M  sslssippl  Legislature. 
The  bill  had  been  prepared  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  T.  J.  Bailey,  the  superintendent  of  the 
Anti-Saloon  League,  together  with  the  League's 
attorney.  Mr.  Calvin  Wells,  directly  by  the  hand 
of  Judge  Samuel  Weakley,  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Alabama.  It  is  draw-n  so  as  to  cover  every 
point  in  Its  purpose,  namely  to  limit  the  amount 
of  liquors  whic  hmay  be  received  in  fifteen  days 
or  held  in  possession  at  any  time  to  one  quart  of 
whiskey,  or  half  a  gallon  of  wine  or  a  small 
amount  of  beer.  No  two  kinds  of  liquor  can  be 
held  at  one  time.  The  bill  had  been  Introduced 
in  the  House  by  Mr.  Robertson,  of  Pontotoc,  and 
passed  bv  that  body,  120  to  12. 

The  chief  interest,  however,  centered  in  the 
Senate  where  it  was  anticipated  the  liquor  in¬ 
terests  would  make  their  chief  stand.  The  in¬ 
terests  of  prohlb  tlon  had  been  entrusted  to  the 
management  and  leadership  of  Senator  W.  M. 
Whittington,  of  Leflore,  because  of  his  well 
known  parliamentary  ability  and  his  familiarity 
with  the  law  and  the  constitution.  On  Thurs¬ 
day.  by  appointment,  the  bill  was  called  un  at 
1  1  o'clock.  The  galleries  were  crowded  with  in¬ 
terested  men  and  women,  and  there  were  many 
vis  tors  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  chamber.  As 
soon  as  the  bill  came  up  it  was  the  signal  for 
sparring  and  debate.  Nine  amendments  and 
substitutes  were  Introduced,  the  purpose  of  most 
of  them  being  to  defeat  the  bill.  The  first  and 
chief  of  these  was  by  Senator  Crawley,  of  At¬ 
tala,  who  spoke  at  length  to  have  the  matter  re¬ 
ferred  to  a  vote  of  the  people  next  November.  It 
was  evident  that  the  men  who  favored  the  bill 


were  In  no  mood  to  temporize,  but  determined 
to  try  eoneluB  one  right  now  .  Word  was  passed 
that  all  amendments  should  be  tabled,  and  a 
vote  reached  before  adjournment  If  all  had  to 
go  hungry  and  thirsty.  Senator  Whitt  ngton 
came  to  the  defense  of  the  bill  in  n  masterly 
way,  showing  that  It  was  Illegal  to  refer  a  law 
to  the  vote  of  the  people,  under  our  constitution, 
and  cowardly  to  try  to  dodge  responsibility  for 
the  issue.  He  not  only  made  a  great  speech, 
but  knew  how  to  conduct  the  bill  through  to  a 
successful  issue.  Senator  Franklin,  of  Coahoma, 
made  a  speoch  that  elicited  universal  commen¬ 
dation.  A  test  vote  came  on  the  motion  to  table 
the  first  amendment,  six  senators  voting  against 
the  motion.  You  might  look  up  the  record  and 
see  if  your  senator  was  on  that  side.  However, 
when  this  vote  showed  that  the  Senate  was  de¬ 
termined  to  pass  the  bill  as  it  was,  there  was  a 
hurry  scramble  on  the  part  of  those  who  had 
introduced  amendments  to  withdraw  them  and 
get  them  out  of  the  way  of  the  steam  roller 
Also  those  w  ho  had  introduced  the  amendments, 
all  except  one,  hastened  to  get  in  the  band  wagon 
that  their  names  might  not  appear  on  the  re¬ 
cords  as  opposing  the  prohibition  bill.  Dr.  T  J 
Railey  Is  to  be  heartily  congratulated  on  the 
work  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  In  this  matter. 
The  governor  and  the  attorney  general  used 
their  personal  influence  to  secure  Its  passage 
The  Influence  of  Mississippi  College  men  wag  a 
strong  factor  In  its  success.  We  should  like  to 
publish  all  their  names.  Senator  Whittington 
has  won  his  spurB  on  this  bill  and  is  ready  to 
champion  the  anti-advertising  bill  when  it  comes 
up.

"Plelona."  And  does  not  mean  what  we  mean 
by  the  expression  “more  excellent;’’  but  means 
exactly  what  the  same  word  means  In  one  of  the 
parables — “And  he  sent  other  servants,  more 
than  the  first."  And  this  is  why  tiie  writer  of 
the  Letter  to  the  Hebrews  speaks  of  God's  testi¬ 
fying  to  Abel’s  GIFTS  (plural) ;  but  Cain  brought 
only  an  “offering’’  (singular.) 

Certainly  it  is  claimed  that  Cain  was  a  tiller 
of  the  soil,  and  hence  he  brought  “such  as  he 
had  ."  But  from  the  very  beginning  (at  least 

what  is  being  done  t6  supply  these  from  the  entrance  of  sin  into  the  world)  it  was 
Undoubtedly  The  Baptist  Record  is  the  a  recognized  duty  to  bring  a  bloody  sacrifice  to 

Jehovah  The  reference  to  “skins”  in  Gen.  3:21 
is  strong  circumstantial  evidence  that  God  re¬ 
quired  the  killing  of  animals,  from  the  very  first 
of  man’s  ejection  from  Eden,  as  sin-offerings. 

It  is  likely  that  Abel  had  to  sell  a  part  of  his 
flock  to  get  the  required  “minchah."  or  gratitude 
offering.  And  Cain  should  have  done  precisely 
as  Jesus  directed  in  his  day:  “Sell  that  thou 
hast  and  give  alms  ”  So  it  is  a  safe  conclusion 
that  Cain's  offering  was  rejected  because  he  did 
not  pay  God  what  he  really  owed  Him. 

Certainly  these  two  references  do  not  teach 
that  what  was  required  was  one-tenth — but  they 
do  teach  ‘hat  something  definite  was  required 
even  then. 

In  Exodus  22:29-30  it  is  clearly  stated  for  the 
first  tine  In  the  Bible  that  one  of  man's  duties 
was  that  of  making  offerings  to  God.  And  the 
special  significance  of  this  passage  consists  in 
the  fact  that  these  Israelites  were  evidently  not 
being  given  a  new  command,  but  they  were  be¬ 
ing  commanded  to  avoid  what  has  always  been 
a  very  common  delinquency  —  delaying  the  re¬ 
quired  offerings 

Note  that  this  message  begins  thus — ‘  Thou 
shalt  not  delay." 

The  Bible  does  teach,  directly  and  otherwise, 
that  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  race  God  has 
required  something  definite  from  man.

DO  WE  OWE  GOD  A  DEFINITE  PART  OF  Ol’R 
POSSESSIONS? 

Yes;  every  one  owes  God  something  definite — 
something  material,  something  of  his  personal 
possessions. 

The  Bible  does  not  tell  us  why  God  began  to 
require  something  definite  of  all  that  He  gave 
man;  but  It  does  tell  us,  directy  and  otherwise, 
from  the  very  beginning  He  required  something 
of  man.  Even  in  Eden  God  said  to  the  first 
pair:  “Eat  freely  of  the  fruit  of  all  the  Garden, 
except  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  In  the  midst  of 
the  Garden.  You  shall  not  eat  of  that;”  and 
Eve  added  later — “nor  even  so  much  as  touch  It." 
Why?  Some  say  it  was  because  God  had  to 
give  to  the  first  pair  some  chance  to  disobey  Him, 
and  He  decided  that  to  forbid  their  eating  of  the 
fruit  of  a  rertain  tree  would  serve  His  purposes. 

But  He  had  given  them  quite  enough  com¬ 
mands  besides  this  for  “testing"  purposes.  Oth¬ 
ers  says  that  it  was  because  the  eating  of  that 
particular  fruit  would  bring  on  the  death  re¬ 
ferred  to.  But  in  its  last  analysis,  it  was  not  the 
eating  of  any  spec'al  fruit  that  resulted  in  their 
spiritual  death;  but  It  was  their  actual  disobed¬ 
ience. 

The  real  reason  was  to  teach  them  that  a  def¬ 
inite  part  of  what  they  made  belonged  unre¬ 
servedly  to  God.  For  certainly  Adam  and  Eve 
cared  for  the  Lord’s  tree  Just  as  they  did  all  the 
other  trees  in  the  Garden. 

Then  in  Gen.  4:3-5,  we  read  that  Cain  and 
Abel  brought  offerings  to  Jehovah;  and  that 
God  bad  respect  unto  Abel  and  his  offering — but 
unto  Cain  and  his  offering  He  had  not  respect 
Why? 

Because  Cain’s  offering  was  an  "offering"  only. 
The  litle  word  “also’’  in  verse  4  is  very  signifi¬ 
cant.  For  it  sa“S  to  us  that  Abel  brought,  like 
Cain,  of  the  fru.t  of  the  ground — and  besides 
that  he  brought  of  the  firstlings  of  his  flock  and 
of  the  fat  thereof. 

But  these  "fruits  of  the  ground"  offerings  were 
what  was  called  "grat'tude  offerings.”  And 
they  could  not  pay  debts. 

Here  is  one  who  brings  a  basket  well  filled 
with  the  choicest  vegetables  and  fruits  from  his 
garden,  and  says  to  his  grocer — "My  friend,  you 
do  not  know  how  grateful  I  am  to  you  for  send¬ 
ing  mo  everything  I  have  ordered  this  month 
Now,  because  you  have  kept  my  pantry  and 
larder  filled  with  plenty,  I  want  to  give  you  (his 
well-filled  basket  as  an  expression  of  my  grat¬ 
itude.” 

I  have  made  him  an  offering.  But  why  does 
the  grocer  refuse  it?  Simply  because  that 
does  not  pay  him  what  I  owe  him 

If  I  had  brought  a  check  to  cover  the  debt, 
and  also  the  basket  of  fruit,  then  the  grocer 
would  gladly  have  accepted  the  gratitude  offer¬ 
ing. 

Now,  in  Heb.  11:4  we  are  told  that  Abel 
brought  a  "more  excellent"  sacrifice  than  Cain 
But  the  Greek  word  for  "more  excellent”  Is

A  conference  of  the  leaders  resulted  in  a  de¬ 
termination  to  place  the  college  on'  a  perma¬ 
nent  and  safe  denoiu  national  basis,  if  possible. 
Hitherto  the  relation  of  the  college  to  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  Mississippi  had  been  nominal,  merely, 
the  college  being  held  and  controlled  by  a  self- 
perpetuating  board  of  trustees,  for  the  special 
benefit  of  the  town  of  Clinton.  It  seomed  to 
belong  to  flie  Baptist  Convention  only  for  Its 
patronage  and  contributions. 

This  sense  of  non-ownership  made  it  quite 
impossible  to  raise  money  to  pay  off  the  indebt¬ 
edness  and  secure  the  Institution  from  utter  con¬ 
fiscation.  The  brethren  saw  that  the  college 
was  actually  necessary  to  pronVbte  our  work, 
by  ministerial  as  well  as  Christian  education, 
so  they  set  to  make  It  fast. 

The  result  was  that  one  of  these  four  breth¬ 
ren,  J.  A.  Haokett.  offered  a  resolution  In  the  . 
Baptist  State  Convention  at  Meridian  in  July, 
1868,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  Inqu're  Into 
the  relation  that  Mississippi  College  sustained 
to  the  convention  and  as  to  what  could  be  done 
to  Improve  that  relation  and  make  the  college 
more  useful  to  our  work. 

That  action  was  taken  and  a  standing  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  co-operate  with  the 
trustees  In  securing  such  a  chance  In  the  charter 
of  the  college  as  would  give  the  r’ght  to  the 
convention  to  appoint  tho  trustees  and  thus 
take  over  the  college  and  all  of  Its  franchises, 
as  the  property  In  fee  simple  of  the  convention 
of  Mississippi  Baptists  as  originally  Intended. 

After  a  little  frictional  contending,  more  or 
less  friendly,  th's  well  meant  effort  finally  suc¬ 
ceeded  and  In  1872  that  prince  of  preachers  and 
tearhers  and  financial  agents.  Prof  M.  T.  Martin, 
placed  the  money  for  the  college  Indebtedness 
on  the  convention  table  at  Meridian,  four  years 
after  the  work  was  begun,  and  took  up  the  mort¬ 
gage  that  had  so  long  menaced  the  life  of  the 
Institution. 

Then  the  convention  appointed  the  trustees, 
the  charter  having,  In  the  meanwhile,  been 
changed,  and  thus  became  the  bona  fide  owner 
of  Mississippi  College.  From  that  time  on  the 
college  has  been  the  favored  child  of  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  Mississippi,  who  have  loved,  patronized, 
prayed  for  and  given  to  It,  until  It  has  gone  on 
Into  near  Ideal  prosperity.  Today  It  stands  be¬ 
fore  our  people,  of  our  people,  and  for  our  peo¬ 
ple,  an  Institution  eas'ly  claiming  a  student  body 
nearing  five  hundred,  one  of  tho  most  up-to-date 
presidents  ard  faculty,  a  property  and  endow¬ 
ment  value  of  at  least  $1,000,000.  Great  credit 
and  honor  are  due  to  Dr.  Walter  Hillman  and 
his  excellent  wife  for  their  material  and  essen¬ 
tial  help  In  holding  the  college  to  the  Baotlsts. 

It  was  through  their  active  aid  that  the  monev 
for  the  original  debt  w  as  secured,  and  then  again 
that  the  foreclosure  of  the  morteace  was  held 
off  unt  l  through  the  tedious  process  of  collec¬ 
tions  and  sacrifices  the  means  to  pay  the  debt 
was  forthcoming. 

All  honor  to  their  excellent  memory! 

It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  mention  In  this 
connection  as  worthy  of  all  honor  and  praise 
the  revered  names  of  Dr.  W.  S.  Webb,  the  first 
president  of  the  new  regime,  also  those  of  Dr. 
R.  A.  Venable,  Dr.  J.  W.  Provlne  and  Dr.  W.  T 
Lowrey.  all  of  whom  have  filled  th.  cl  alr  >f 
president  of  the  faculty,  as  well  a  t!  e.  entire 
faculty  Itself,  whose  work  has  heap  nb  vn  rit- 
Iclsm  through  all  these  trying  and  eventful  years 
But  one  other  rame  stands  out  in  bold  re!  ef 
whose  fame  as  a  friend  i"d  helper  even  more,  a 
servant  of  Mlsslss'ppl  College  needs  only  to  be 
mentioned  to  call  for  ti  e  loudest  praises  from 
all  who  know  him.  and  that  is  Captain  Ratliff, 
who  has  been  t!  e  picsbb  f  of  t'  <  t,  nrrl  of  leu- 
tees  from  the  good  snd  hanny  v-sr  of  1872  tin 
to  tHs  day  of  ML-  slop!  College's  greatest  pros¬ 
perity.  His  services  have  been  rendered  w'th- 
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out  counting  the  sacrifices,  as  a  tribute  of  love 
xnd  devotion  beyond  parallel. 

A  French  soldier  ,one  of  Napolobn's  old  guard, 
was  on  tho  operating  table  aftor  U'.e  go  at  battle 
of  Au.lehlltz;  a  surgeon  v. cutting  after  a  bul¬ 
let  that  had  lodged  near  his  heart,  an  I  1m  r  eq¬ 
uated  because  of  the  danger  to  his. life.  The 
soldier  looked  up  into  the  surgeon's  face  and 
said,  "Cut  a  little  deeper.  Do.  tor,  and  vou  w  11 
fit-.l  the  Little  Corporal  1  me.m  n.g  the  Kia;  ..  r> 
himself."  We  ray,  if  any  man  could  X  ray  Cap¬ 
tain  Ratliff's  heart,  he  would  find  the  name'  of 
.Mississippi  College  written  there  In  letters  as 
bright  as  the  stars  and  as  enduring  as  the  ever¬ 
lasting  hills.  Another  has  said  that  Captain 
Ratliff  brought  to  this  dt  Ilcato  and  ail-impor¬ 
tant  task,  as  head  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the 
w'sdom  and  administrative  ability  acquired  in 
an  army  experience  controlling  men  as  an  of¬ 
ficer;  and  he  brought  to  this  his  lnr .  s  experience 
in  political  affairs,  where  the  skill  of  the  poli¬ 
tician,  the  finesse  and  the  piactlcal  wisdom  of  a 
public  servant  Led  ne\ <  "  lie.  n  soiled  by  cunning 
or  duplicity  No  institution  ever  had  a  better 
friend.  In  those  days  also  two  of  those  same 
young  brethren  at  first  mentioned,  James  Nelson 
and  J.  A.  Tlackett,  In  earnest  conference  con¬ 
cerning  the  great  work  they  were  trying  to  do. 
devised  a  scheme  for  ministerial  edn  at  on.  One 
of  them  was  afflicted  with  what  app  ared  to  be 
chronic  ton'sllltls,  and  must  give  up  his  cher¬ 
ished  work  of  preaching  tie  gospel,  lie  said  to 
the  other,  “Wlmt  can  I  do  next  to  preaching,  as 
t  am  anxious  to  keep  close  to  my  calling?”  The 
other  one,  on  reflection,  made  answer,  "Get  a 
school  and  find  some  of  the  young  preachers  and 
educate  them,  thus  preaching  through  them." 

After  a  few  minutes  of  thought,  ho  repl'ed. 
"God  helping  me,  I  will  do  It."  The  sohod  was 
secured  at  Brownsville,  Hinds  county,  an.l  three 
young  prenchers  were  brought  Into  It  at  the  be¬ 
ginning.  These  two  were  financially  assisted  by 
the  same  two  brethren  for  a  year.  Then  these 
two  Christian  pioneers  took  the  matter  of  this 
phase  of  Christian  education  to  Central  Asso¬ 
ciation.  wh'ch  placed  a  committee  In  char  ;e  of 
ministerial  education  w  ith  Mississippi  College  -at 
Clinton  and  the  three  young  preachers  were 
transferred  to  that  school  ef  the  prophets  while 
the  erstwhile  high  sehoi  I  tearher  with  health 
partially  restored  took  the  field  as  agent  for 
this  branch  of  our  work.  In  two  years  he  had 
developed  such  an  Interest  In  the  work  as  to  call 
for  unllm'ted  enlargement. 

The  next  year  at  the  convention  at  West  Point 
these-  same  four  brethren.  In  co-operation  with 
others  proposed  a  Beard  of  Ministerial  Educa¬ 
tion,  which  was  appointed  and  located  at  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  in  lieu  of  tho  one  appointed  by 
Central  Assoe'atfon.  This  committee  took  charge 
of  the  work  In  the  school,  employing  the  same 
agent,  who  continued  In  tho  work  until  his  death 
In  1876,  xvWn  the  work  was  In  full  blast.  More 
than  a  hundred  young  preachers  had  passed 
through  tho  classes  of  Mississippi  College  and 
had  taken  on  such  mesure  of  trained  Intellec¬ 
tual  ability  ns  to  put  them  abreast  of  any  min 
istry  of  any  country. 

film  e  then  tho  work  of  mlnlster'al  education 
1  crown  Into  such  collossal  proportions  as  to 
furnish  a  leading  ministry,  not  only  for  our  own 
Ftate,  hut  no  small  overflow  that  has  mqjlo  glad 
the  waste  place;  in  not  a  few  of  our  surround¬ 
ing  commonwealths,  as  well  as  six  or  more  for 
the  great  foreign  mission  field.  No  name  ranks 
higher  thnn  that  of  James  Nelson,  lovingly  call¬ 
ed  "Jim"  bv  these  of  us  who  loved  him  as  a 
’rnther.  He  was  a  magnificent  loader  of  the 
pnople  In  the  proniot'on  of  the  essential  and  Im¬ 
perative  work  of  the  education  of  our  young 
ministers. 

We  micht  call  him  the  fmnder  of  ministerial 
education  for  the  Bnntists  of  Mississippi. 

Tn  1  868,  Rev.  M.  P.  Lowrey.  of  blessed  mem¬ 
ory.  was  the  missionary  of  the  Home  Board,  hi 
field  the  State  of  Mississippi.  \t  the  jir?"r«!ion

tmi  As  oclatlon  Invited  him  to  soend  some  time 
within  Its  l'ounds.  He  came  and  so  successful 
were  his  labors  that  It  resulted  in  the  resuscita 
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tlon  of  the  churches  in  Jackson,  Vicksburg  and 
Yazoo  City,  which  had  been  almost  destroyed  by 
the  war  and  were  w  thout  pastors. 

The  success  of  the  local  mission  work  in  Cen¬ 
tral  Association  was  so  Inspiring  that  the  breth¬ 
ren  of  this  association  took  on  a  larger  vision, 
one  that  comprehended  the  whole  State 

Therefore,  at  the  convention  at  Aberdeen  in 
1873,  on  motion  of  Brother  T.  J.  Walne,  heartily 
seconded  by  a  number  of  others,  the  convention 
appointed  a  State  Miss  on  Board,  with  J.  A. 
Hackett  ns  president,  and  T.  J.  Walne  as  its 
first  corresponding  secretary.  This  board  had 
its  domicile  respectively  In  Crystal  Springs.  Ox¬ 
ford  and  Jackson  it  has  had  its  greatest  pros¬ 
perity  in  Jackson  where  it  is  now  located. 

Its  secretaries,  or  working  managers,  have  all 
been  men  of  the  tried  and  true  stamp,  such  an 
T.  J.  Walne,  Lewis  Ball.  J.  B.  Oambrell,  J.  T. 
Chr'stlan.  A.  V.  Rowe  and  the  present  Incum¬ 
bent,  .1.  B.  Lawrence  men  whose  names  shall 
ever  he  held  in  greatest  honor  for  the  good 
they  have  done. 

The  next  move  of  our  quartet  now  reduced, 
by  the  death  of  the  brilliant  N’olson,  to  a  triplet, 
was  in  the  interest  of  better  communication  in 
the  way  of  a  circulating  medium 

Dr.  .1.  R.  Graves  had  generously  afforded  us 
a  department  in  his  paper,  "The  Baptist,”  pub¬ 
lished  In  Memphis,  Tenn.  Gen.  M.  P.  Lowrey,  of 
Blue  Mountain,  was  editor  of  this  department 
and  for  a  t  me  this  served  the  purpose  very  well, 
but  on  account  of  limitations  of,  space  these 
brethren  deemed  it  wise  to  start  a  paper  of  our 
own. 

This  movement  began  at  thtf  convention  at 
Meridian  In  1876  and  culminated  in  the  estab¬ 
lishing  of  The  Baptist  Record,  known  at  first 
as  'The  Mississippi  Baptist  Record,"  published 
at  Cl  nton  In  Central  Association,  by  fTof.  M.  T. 
Martin,  with  Or  .1.  B.  Gambrell  as  editor,  these 
brethren  being  Joint  owners.  The  paper  origi¬ 
nated  In  1877  afterwards  moved  to  Jackson 
where,  with  the  exception  of  ten  years  In  Me¬ 
ridian,  'it  has  found  an  appreciative  home.  J. 
A.  Hackett.  J.  B  Poarcy.  T.  J.  Bailey  and  P.  T. 
Lipsey  have  been  its  editors,  with  M.  T.  Martin, 
L.  E.  Foster,  G.  W.  Gardener,  R.  A.  Venable, 
H.  F,  Sproles  and  J.  C.  Parker,  associates.  This 
Journal,  like  some  others,  has  had  a  rocky  road 
to  travel,  with  not  a  few  of  more  or  less  friendly 
adverse  critics.  But  with  the  divine  blessing,  it 
has  met  the  crude  allegations  of  its  friendly 
enemies  with  a  "Thus  sa  th  the  Lord,"  on  every 
field:  with  a  commendable  spirit  of  forbearance, 
it  stands  today,  not  only  worthy  of  those  who 
put  it  forth  In  the  beginning,  but  among  the 
highest  and  best  religious  papers  of  the  land. 

This  sketch  of  The  Baptist  Record  would  be 
Incomplete  without  mentioning  the  names  and 
work  of  two  of  Its  best  helpers.  Rev.  J.  R.  Far- 
rlsh,  nnd  II.  M.  Long.  These  men,  as  fa'thfu' 
agents  contributed  by  their  earnest  work  largely 
to  the  establishment  and  wide  extension  and 
usefulness  of  this  valuable  denominational 
Journal. 

In  conclusion  It  may  not  be  too  much  to  say 
wit  ha  proper  degree  of  modesty,  that  out  of 
the  resuscitation  of  Central  Association  and 
through  the  Instance  and  Instigation  of  the  men 
above  mentioned  has  come  the  Inspiration  nnd 
Inauguration  of  the  four  specific  Christian  ac¬ 
tivities — Mississippi  College.  Ministerial  Educa¬ 
tion.  State  Missions,  nnd  The  Baptist  Record, 
which  today  are  lead'ng  forces  under  Divine 
Messing,  in  our  denominational  progress

E.  Jlolcomb,  our  field  representative 
of  uSnday  Fchool  and  B.  Y.  P.  XT.  work,  traveled 
In  January  1105  miles:  visited  9  churches;  or¬ 
ganized  2  Teacher  Training  classes:  took  relig¬ 
ious  censuses  In  two  towns,  Leakesvllle  and 
Skubuta:  delivered  13  Teacher  Train  ng  certifi¬ 
cates  and  15  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Study  Course  certifi¬ 
cates;  taught  two  classes  and  delivered  31  ad¬ 
dresses.  Ho  has  also  helped  to  organize  several 
Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Conventions. 

Brother  A.  A.  Cosey,  our  negro  evangelist  to 
the  negroes,  travelled  In  January  177  miles;  vis¬ 
ited  7  churches:  held  3  evangelistic  meetings: 
preached  21  sermons:  received  4  for  baptism;  3 
by  letter  and  2  by  restoration  This  is  a  new 
department  of  our  M  ssfon  work.  It  is  done 
in  co-operation  with  the  Negro  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  in  Mississippi. 

Rev.  T.  J.  Moore,  Enlistment  Missionary  for 
South  Mississippi,  travelled  In  January  930 
miles;  vis  ted  9  churches;  delivered  22  sermons, 
and  addresses;  distributed  120  tracts,  and  held 
three  Every-member  canvasses;  one  with  Rig 
Springs  Church.  Lincoln  Association,  in  which 
the  local  support  was  Increased  from  $100  to 
$200  and  Mission  pledges  from  $10.00  to  $60.00; 
one  at  Clara  Church,  Chlckasahay  Association 
in  which  the  M'sslbn  pledges  were  Increased 
from  $20.00  to  $50.00;  one  at  Laurel,  Lebanon 
Association,  in  which  the  local  support  was  In¬ 
creased  from  $1300  to  $1500,  and  Mission 
pledges  from  $200  to  $4  50.  Brother  Moore  is 
bringing  things  to  pass  in  South  Mississippi.

At  Macon.  Columbus  Association,  the  local  sup¬ 
port  was  Increased  from  $1100  to  $1669,  and  the 
Mississlon  pledges  from  $500  to  $994:  at  Amorv. 
Aberdeen  Association  .the  local  support  was  In¬ 
creased  from  $1200  to  $1600,  and  Missions  from 
$4  50  to  $750;  at  Meridian,  Lauderdale  Associa¬ 
tion  (name  of  church  not  given)  the  local  sun 
port  was  Increased  from  $1000  to  $1S0n  and 
Mlsslssion  pledgee  from  $200  to  $800;  at  Colum 
bus  Second  Church,  Columbus  Association,  the 
local  support  was  Increased  from  $375  to  $520, 
and  Mlseissions  advanced  from  $150  to  $325.

I<aat  year  for  Foreign  Missions 
In  January’  we  rece \ed  $1068:  this  year  for 
Foreign  Missions  in  January  w^  received  $  1  ,- 
473.78.  The  total  for  January,  1915.  for  State. 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions  was  $2291.20;  the 
total  for  January,  1916,  was  $2467.95.  If  we 
take  Into  consideration  the  amount  rereived  for 
Judson-Centennlal  in  January.  1916.  there  Is  s 
considerable  increase  over  the  receipts  0f  jBn 
uary,  1916. 

*  Home  Mission  Receipts. 

I  am  very  much  disappointed  over  our  Home 
Mission  receipts.  We  are  about  $3,000  behind 
where  we  were  this  time  last  year  for  Home 
Missions  Our  receipts  for  Foreign  Misr.ions 
show  a  I  ttle  increase  over  last  year  this  time  I 
have  a  letter  from  the  Home  Miss  on  Board  in 
which  I  am  informed  that  the  Home  Mission 
Board  has  borrowed  over  $116,000.  and  the 
hanks  have  notified  the  Board  that  they  can  let 
them  have  very  little  more  money.  I  hope  that 
our  churches  will  remember  this  and  us  In  their 
rontrjbutlons  see  to  It  that  Home  Missions  Is  giv¬ 
en  proper  atentlon.  We  must  meet  our  appor 
tlonment  to  Home  Missions  this  year. 

Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Campaign 

March  and  April  of  every  year  is  given  to 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions  In  Mississippi.  Notn- 
Ing  else  should  take  precedence  over  these  In¬ 
terests.  The  situation  g  not  alarming,  and 
yet  It  Is  serious.  Dr  Love.  Corresponding  Se< 
retary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  is  very 
anxious  Big  campaigns  on  tn  other  States 
particularly  In  Texas;  the  Judson-Centenn  al 
campaign  In  full  swine  and  other  things  of  pros* 
ing  Interest,  may  have  a  tendency  to  cut  down 
contribution*  to  Foreign  and  Home  Missions,  uu 
less  our  pastors  remember  that  these  Interests 
must  be  taken  care  of  at  this  time  Mississippi 
has  been  askd  for  $25,000  to  Home  Missions  and 
$35,000  to  Foreign  M  salons.  With  conditions 
as  they  are,  we  oucht  to  have  no  trouble  raising 
these  amounts.  The  financial  stringency  caused 
by  the  war  In  t lie  first  months  of  its  existence 
has  passed:  our  people  are  In  good  shape:  bust 
ness  is  fine  If  we  do  not  get  this  money  it  will 
he  bora  use  we  do  not  press  the  claims  of  our 
Lord  upon  our  people  like  we  ouJit 

!.et  every  pastor  see  to  it  thaptfls  church  d 
its  full  duty  by  these  Interests. 

Pastoral  Stewardship. 

We  have  yet  to  find  one  church  that  took  a  col¬ 
lection  for  Missions  and  did  not  get  anything  It 
is  not  that  the  pimple  will  not  give,  but  It  ts  the 
question  of  giving  them  an  opportunity.  The 
responslldl  ty  here  rests  with  the  leaders.  There 
were  about  five  hundred  churches  In  Mississippi 
last  year  that  gave  notving  to  one  or  rno-e  of 
our  Mission  causes,  and  I  dare  say  that  the 
reason  for  this  was  that  the  causes  were  not 
presented,  that  an  opportunity  was  not  given 
these  churches  to  contribute  Brother  pastor, 
let  us  see  |f  we  can't  get  every  church  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi  on  our  lists  for  Home  and  Fore'gn  Mis¬ 
sions.  The  only  effort  It  will  take  on  your 
part  Is  a  presentation  of  Missions  snd  the  taking 
of  n  collection.  As  leaders,  let  us  not  be  un¬ 
faithful  stewards  of  the  trust  committed  to  our 
keeping.

Kvery 
member  of  the  church  Is  a  soverelgr 
unit,  and  should  be  so  recognized 
and  when  there  Is  anything  of  im¬ 
portance  to  bo  set  In  operation,  the 
pastor  and  his  deacons  may  plan  It. 
but  It  should  be  clearly  explained  so 
that  every  one  can  understand  it  and 
then  let  the  church  In  conference 
adopt  It.  We  have  a  good  deal  of 
human  nature,  and  naturally  resist 
any  appearance  of  imposition.  This 
being  the  case,  it  is  very  essential 
that  every  member  of  the  church  at¬ 
tend  faithfully  every  business  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  church.  If  one  does  not 
attend  the  business  meeting,  then 
whatever  Is  enacted  he  should  heart¬ 
ily  support,  and  not  block.  Many  a 
preacher  has  destroyed  his  useful¬ 
ness  because  of  some  autocratic  ac¬ 
tion,  as  also  has  many  a  member. 
God's  church  is  a  co-operative  bodv 
In  which  every  one  should  have  an 
equal  voice  aqd  vote. 

Character  of  the  Chosen.  —  The 
people  were  asked  to  select  men  “of 
honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  wisdom."  The  office  of  deacon 
Is  one  In  which  the  greatest  care 
should  be  exercised  In  selectlnc.  I 
have  seen  deacons  chosen  when  I 
felt  that  there  had  been  Just  a  little 
bit  of  politics  plavod.  There  should 
be  exercised  the  fullest  prudence,  but 
this  certainly  ought  not  to  degenerate 
Into  a  recourse  to  un-Chrlstlan  pol¬ 
itics.  Various  reasons  have  been  a- 
slgned  why  seven  men  were  chosen. 
Hut  possibly  the  answer  ts  found  In 
the  fact  that  seven  Is  a  workable 
number.  It  being  Impossible  on  a  vote 
to  block  any  plan  upon  which  the 
majority  may  agree.  In  the  choice 
of  these  men.  It  should  be  noted  that 
they  were  to  he  men  full  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  of  wisdom.  Piety  Is  all 
right,  but  It  Is  not  the  only  qualifi¬ 
cation;  a  deacon  should  also  bo  wise. 
The  very  nature  of  the  office  re¬ 
quires  that  a  deacon  should  he  both 
pious  and  a  good  business  man. 

A  New  Page  In  Church  History. — 
The  ordination  of  these  seven  men 
marked  a  stage  In  church  progress, 
tor  It  was  the  fltst  step  toward  per¬ 
manence.  The  time  must  soon  come 
when  the  apostles  will  lay  down  their 
activities,  but  now  this  new  soelety 
assumes  the  power  under  Christ  of 
establishing  new  officers,  whereby 
the  self-preservation  of  the  church 
Is  guaranteed.  It  also  brought  a 
new  element  Into  notice  and  activity, 
that  of  the  Greek  element,  for  It 
will  be  noted  that  the  seven  hear 
Greek  names,  showing,  possibly,  that 
they  belonged  to  that  division  of  the 
church  whose  widows  had  made  rom- 
nlalnt.  The  result  of  this  a^t  hrough* 
Into  service  men  free,  un-Hehrew. 
and  spiritual.  It  was  the  occasion 
for  breaking  the  dikes  and  flooding 
the  world  with  the  good  news.

The  Jewish  coun- 
o  I  assembled  In  the  morning  and  sent 
for  the  apostles  to  be  brought  from 
the  prison.  They  were  not  there  and 
the  guards  knew  nothing  about  their 
escape,  but  word  came  that  they  were 
preaching  In  .the  temple.  The  apos¬ 
tles  being  brought  before  the  council 
and  asked  if  they  had  not  been  com¬ 
manded  not  to  preach  in  the  name 
of  Jesus,  said,  "We  ought  to  obev 
God  ather  than  men,"  and  preached 
'  efore  the  council  the  resurrection 
of  Jesus  whom  they  declared  the 
Jews  had  slain.  The  members  of  the 
council  were  enraged  and  would  have 
taken  steps  to  slay  the  apostles,  but 
Gamaliel,  a  leading  teaeher  of  the 
law,  advised  them  to  use  moderation 
declaring  that  If  this  movement  was 
not  of  God,  It  would  fall,  hut  If  It 
was  of  God.  they  could  not  stop  It. 
The  council  listened  to  him  and,  com¬ 
manding  the  apostles  not  to  speak  In 
fhe  name  of  Jesus,  dismissed  them. 
However  continued  to  preach  Jesus 
In  the  temple  dally  and  in  private 
houses  also.  They  rejoiced  that  they 
were  worthy  to  suffer  for  Jeeus’ 
sake.”  \ 

Lesson  Teachings. 

Numbers  nn<1  Responsibility.  \s 
any  organization  or  enterprise  in¬ 
creases  in  size  and  Importance,  the 
variety  of  Its  units  will  increase, 
Now  the  Palestinian  Jews  entertained 
a  very  great  prejudice  ngalnst  the 
Grecian  Jews,  and  likely  were  guilty 
of  having  neglected  the  Grecians  Just 
as  was  the  complaint.  So  In  our 
churches  todav  ,as  the  variety  of  In¬ 
terests  represented  Increase,  the  prob¬ 
lems  to  be  solved  Increase,  and 
claim  the  heat  diplomacy  to  guard 
the  Interest  of  the  kingdom.  In  this 
modern  time,  perhaps,  social  preju¬ 
dices  are  the  most  difficult  to  han¬ 
dle  and  should  bo  handled  with  the 
greatest  care  and  consideration  and 
'■raver.  We  shou!<f  remember  that 
God’s  kingdom  must  stand  out  In  full 
relief  at  all  times,  and  so  there  Is  a 
call  for  much  tact  and  love  'n  order 
to  meet  the  demand. 

The  Seven  Chosen. — It  Is  Interest¬ 
ing  to  note  the  course  which  the 
apostles  took  In  enlarging  their 
working  force.  They  asked  the 
church  to  nominate  seven  men  and 
then  they  proceeded  to  appoint  them, 
or  to  ordain  them.
